Ottawa, Deo. 19 — Tho govornmont wa? 
advised to-day that tho Blenhoim would sail 
from England for Halifax on Saturday, and 
miy be expected at tho Nova Scotian cap- 
ital on Monday, Docomber 31. Tho funeral 
will take plaoo on Wodneaday, January 2. 

An impressive requiem mass was chanted 
in tho chapel of tho Ottawa University this 
morning for tho repose of tho eoul of tho late 
Premier. 

A public mooting of tho Conecrvativea of 
Ottawa waa hold in Grant's hall this ovon- 
ing when resolutions woro adopted expres- 
sive of sorrow for tho loss sustained by the 
death of the late Premier. 

MONTREAL, Ujo 19 —The Bar has passed 
iOBolutions on Sir John Thompson's death 
and of condolonco with tho family. Tho 
following subscriptions to the Thompson 
Teatimonial fund have been taken : Board 
of Trado, S3 900 ; Bank of Montreal, §700. 

London, Dec. 19 —Arrangements havo 
boon completed for the romoval of tho body 
of Sir John Thompson. Tho body will bo 
taken to the mortuary ohapel on Saturday 
morning, and will leave Victoria station for 
Portsmouth on a speoial train, Oa arriving 
at Portsmouth tho body will bo reooivod by 
tho Roman Oatholic bishop of Portsmouth, 
the mayor and othor olficiala of Portsmouth, 
and a guard of honor oomposed of aailora and 
marines, and will be immediately taken on 
board the cruiser Blenheim. 

The body will bo accompanied on the pas- 
aage of the Blonhoim from Portsmouth to 
Halifax by Sir Charloa Tuppor and Senator 
Sanford. 

On tho arrival of tho Blonhoim at Ports- 
mouth from Gibraltar a conference took 
place as to the room to bo used as a mortu- 
ary chamber and a catafalque has been 
ereoted in the onmmander'a room, the bier 
meaeuriDg 9 by 5J feet, at auch an elevation 
that the frionda standing on a stop aoven 
inches from tho dock will bo ablo to obtain 
a good view. The Blenheim ia boing painted 
black. 

The Southwestern Riilway company had 
a funeral coaoh drapod and decoratod for 
tho transportation of the body to Porta 
mouth. 

Sir Charles Tuppor, Canadian High Com. 
miaaionor, answered to day AmbaBBudor 
Bayard's letter of condolonoo on the death of 
Sir John ThompBon. " Your words touched 
me doeply," ho wrote, "and will bo warm 
ly appreciated by Lady Thompson and the 
people of Canada." 

The coremony ovor Sir John Thompson's 
body at Portsmouth will be almost identical 
with thoBO of tho reception of Peabody's 
body. All the war Bhipa will havo their 
ensigns at half maet and the ofTioera from 
them will attend the Eorvicoa. Captain 
Kar8lake, of tho Victory, will supervise the 
arrangements and tho tiring will be from the 
Victory. 



INVITATION TO CANADA- 

L'. S. Senator (iiilllnger'H Proposal Tlmt tho 
Dominion Shall .loin the L'ulon. 

Washington, Dec. 19 —The following 
is tho text of tho Canadian resolution intro- 
duced yeetorday by Senator Gallinger : 
" Whereas, wo boliovo that the political 
union of tho two English speaking com- 
munities, who now occupy and control 
North America, will doliver tho continent 
from dangor of war and aocuroly dedicate 
it to poactful industry and progress ; lessen 
tho coat of govornmont and dofonco ; inauro 
tho rapid development of ita buundleaa 
natural roBourcca ; enlargo its domeatic and 
foreign commerce ; unito all interests in 
creating a ayatematio development of its 
means of internal communication with the 
seaboard by rail and water East and West ; 
protect antl presorvo itB wealth, rfaourccB, 
privileges and opportunities aa tho undis- 
puted heritage of old ; immensely add to its 
inllcenco.prestigo and power ; promoto, ex- 
tend and perpetuate government by tho 
pooplo and remove forever the cauaeo moot 
likely to seriously disturb cordial relations 
and kindly intercourse with tho mother- 
land ; 

" Thoreforo, bo it resolvod, that wo In- 
vito tho Catiadiun people to cast in their 
lot with thoir own continent, and assure 
them that they shall havo all tho continent 
can givn them. We will respoct thoir free- 
dom of action anil welcome them when they 
desire it into an equal and honorable 
union." 



COLLIERY ON FIRE. 

(Jim! Greek Mine, Newcastle, on Fire— Tho Loss 
Will Be About Five Hundred Thousand. 

Newcastle, Wash, Dec. 19.— Tho groat 
volumes of gas and Btnoko iasuing from tho 
mine at Coal creok show that the coal ia 
burning vloloualy, and tho loea of tho entire 
property, valued at 5500,000, ia throatonod. 
Tho minora, undor Suporintondont Coroy, 
have been fighting tho demon from the Bur- 
faco as best they oan. 

There is no immediate prospect that tho 
260 minors will bo onablod to return to work 
very soon and Newcastle coal will be scarce 
in the market boforo tho supply can bo re- 
ploniahcd. It is not improbable that a now 
alopo will ho oponed and tho old ono closed 
up, If tho firo is not eoon i|tionohed, and it 
ia Boen that tho mino will havo to bo floodod 
and aftorwordB pumptd out, several months 
must olapeo boforo work oan bo resumed. 

Superintendent t!oroy thinka it will bo 
many weeks boforo tho lire iu tho ooal oan 
be roached and extinguished, and ia not 
sanguino that It on ever be done. At 
prosont ho thought that when tho fans wero 
rovoraed tho amolco coming out of tho mouth 
of tho siopo would bo drawn baok through 
tho lowor workings and out tho air shafts, 
and that tho men could go down tho alopo 
with firo hoao and ahovola to fight tho firo 
hand to hand, Bub ho has changod his 
opinion. When tho fanB woro rovereod tho 
immodiato olToot was not apparent. Tho 
draught created in the mino made tho slope 
an Immoneo ohimnoy, up which tho hot 



gaeea and ateam from the water pouring in 
on the hot rook, rushed with groat velocity 
in spite of tho suction of tho two fans. 

It was idle to talk of sanding men into 
the slope to sure death by BufTooatlon, bo 
the work of sealing up the mouth of the 
slope was begun by three miners who 
wielded pioka, shovels and axes within a 
few feet of the deadly oloud of emoke. 

The main slope is large enough to admit 
the passage of a loaded oar, and runs down 
"on the vein " at an angle of forty-five de- 
grees through solid coal for 2,200 feet. It 
was timbored with heavy fir aud hemlook 
atlokB tho whole distance to prevent the 
roofs and walla oaving. On either side, at 
intervals of about 150 feet, lovola were run 
out into the coal to long eyatoma of gallorios 
and ohambera, whore the coal waa mined. 
The mine la worth 8500,000 at tho loaat, and 
employed about 250 men, all of whom are 
now out of employment, for the Oregon 
Improvement Company'a minea at Franklin 
aro orowdod, and tho company has no other 
mineB in which they can bo put to work. 
Many of thorn aro in neody circumstunccB 
and foel deapondent indeed. It ia not be- 
lioved that any livoa have boen loat. 



MORE TURKISH OUTRAGES. 

Whereabouts of Archbishops ami Bishops 
Condemned to Death Cannot 
Be Found. 

London, Dec. 19 —Tho Armenian Socioty 
h,iamado this statement : "The Archbishop 
of MaroBh has boen removed from the jail 
in Aloppo and it is feared httB been hanged, 
Enquirers at tho British consulate are in- 
formed that the otlicluls aro nob 
aware of the archbishop's where- 
abouts. Tho BiBhop of Hadjin and 
the arohbishop of /teitous, who have long 
boon victims of insult und outrage, have 
been condemned to death aa also Father 
Aovork Omarash. Sister Elizibuth and 2G 
othor Armenians of Zsitoun, whoBe terms of 
three years each havo expired, aro atilt de- 
tained in prison. 

Tho Vienna correapondent of tho Daily 
News eaya : "Numerous notables have 
written to Mgr. | Khrimian, tho Armenian 
CatholicoB, asking him to beg tho Russian 
government to inoreaao the number of Rua- 
aian conaulatea in Armenia. Mgr. Khrimian 
haB also boen asked to approach Gicat 
Britain with tho same object." 

Tho Committee of Lloyds in their protest 
againat the regulations regarding the rules 
of road and aea eaid that the regulations, 
if introduced, would complicate the 
eyatem of fog sound signals, and 
would not relieve British ahipowners 
from infringements of intornatsonal regula- 
tions by soreoning Bide lights. Tho board 
ropliod that the YVaBhington conference im- 
mediately adopted sounding signals and 
Bide lights, which coincided with the inter- 
national code, and therefore the shipowners 
did not run any risk from foreign tribunals. 

M. Tourneie, chief engineer of the Pana- 
ma Canal Company, states that although 
800 men aro working at thoCulebra cutting, 
a dofinito plan is not likely to 
be decided on for eighteen montha. 
It may be found adviaabls to 
diepoBe of tho watcra of the Chares 
river by damming it in the mountain valleys 
and thus to form lakes which oan bo utiliz- 
ed to supply power for exoouting the 
worka and eventually operating the lookB. 

The Commercial Cable Company'a duplex 
suit has boen deoided by tho oourt of appeals 
in favor of the Cable Company. This re- 
lieves the Cable Company of tho payment of 
$36,600 per annum. 

The committee of Bharoholders of the 
Commercial bank, of Newfoundland, re- 
port that the bank's liabilities are about $2,- 
GOO.OUO, with the assets about $2,000,000, 
whioh will probably depreciate one-third 
through realization. The note holders and 
depoaitora will obtain 50 centa on tho dollar. 



JAPANESE VICTORY. 

Another Very Important Point Captured 
From the Chinese. 

Washington, Dec. 19.— Tho Japanese 
legation this evening recoived a cablegram 
from tho Japanese hoadquartcra at Hiroa- 
hima which roadB us follows : " Tho third 
division of tho first army took Hai-Mo- 
Ching [on December 12, and occupied Hai- 
Chong on tho 13ch Docombor. Both places 
aro on tho routo to Now-Chwang and Liao- 
Vang." The legation here regards these 
viotories as very important onoa.

Largely Increased Elevator Facilities— A Hot 
Municipal Election -Lieutenant- 
Governor Dowtlney. 

Winnipeg, Deo. 19.— (Special)— w. A. 
Haatinga of Montreal, president of the Lake 
of tho Woods Milling Co., who ia hero aays 
it ia the intention of the company to build 
13 elevators in Manitoba and tho Territories 
next Bpring to meet the increasing 
demand for grain storing facilities. 
Six of these will havo a oapacity of 40,000 
buBhels each ; six others will be capable of 
holding from 10,000 to 10.000 bushels each, 
and another will be a largo receiving eleva- 
tor, located at somo central point. One of 
the largest will be built at Portage la 
Prairie. 

Tho mayoralty eleotion was one of the 
hottest ever held in Winnipeg. 

The by-law to rutao §225,000 by deben- 
tures to construes a Byatem of water works 
for fire protection waa defeated. 

Lieutenant-Governor Dawdnoy, of British 
Columbia, has passed through the city for 
Ottawa and Halifax to attend the funeral of 
Sir John Thompson. 

There has been another rise in the price 
of flour, accounted for by the faot that mill- 
ers aro compelled to pay higher prices for 
the grades of wheat they desire. 

To-night's Tribune announces that pri- 
vate messages from Ottawa to Western 
politicians Bay that Mr. Soarth will be ap- 
pointed lieutonant govornor before the olose 
of the year and Postmaster Hargrave will be 
superannuated, A. W. Ross being appoint- 
ed to the position. 

TORONTO TOPICS. 

Outrage and Attempted Murder— He Blew Out 
the Gas— The Uooillers' Investigation. 

Toronto, Doc. 19 — (Spocial)— Mrs. Spen- 
cer, who lives in a room with her two 
daughters, was found last evening lying on 
the floor with a gash on her skull. When 
she regained consciousness Bho said two men 
entered tho room while she was alone and 
improporly conducted themselves. Sho 
started out for help ; thoy followed and ono 
struck her a murderous blow with a hatchob 
in an attempt to kill her.

RIOTING IN HONDURAS. 

Trouble With tho Men on the Mahogany and 
Logwood Plantations. 

New Orleans, Dec. 19.— News roceived 
from Belize, British Honduras, under dato 
December 14, is to tho efTed Uiat thoro haB 
boon considerable rioting in consequence of 
tho refusal of tho employors to pay tho 
wages demanded by tho men, principally 
employed in mahogany and logwood cutting. 
They had Bought an Interview with tho 
Governor asking him to intorforo in thoir 
behalf. His dolayod roply waa to tho eflfocb 
that whilo he felt aympathy for tho mon ho 
could nob boo his way cloar to intorforo be- 
tween employorand emplnyo. The laborers 
woro much exasperated ab tho reply and to- 
wards evening thoy began rioting.

VANCOUVER'S CHARTER. 

Two Investment Societies Declare Strongly 
Against the Proposed Changes, 

The proposed changeB in tho churtor of in- 
corporation of the city of Vancouver uro the 
suhjoot of several adverse petitiooB to the 
legislature which will bo duly laid bofore 
tho privuto bills commlttoo. Ono of thoso 
presented yesterday ia signed by William 
Sulley, prosldent, and H Abbott, for tho 
Vancouvor Land and ^oouritles Corpora- 
tion (Limited), and by " D Oppcnhoimor, 
proaidont, and nino othurf," for tho Vun- 
cjuver Improvement Company (Limited). 
As tho ownera of considerable proporty and 
largo taxpayers thoy viow with alarm many 
of tho amendments proposod, and Bay fur- 
thor : 

" Your petitioners strongly protest 
agiinat tho proposal to pay salarioB to aldor- 
men. At the preaont time there is not suf- 
ficient money in tho treasury to pay interoBt 
and sinking fund on tho debt, therefore wo 
emphatically protoat against any proposal 
calculatod to Inrroaso tho already high rato 
of taxation. 

" Your petitioners desire, and thoy bo- 
lievo the groat majority of those qualified to 
voto on monoy by-laws deBire, that ovory 
posBiblo restriction should bo placodon fur- 
thor borrowing Tno present dobt of tho 
city la close on $2,000,000, on which tho an- 
nual interest and sinking fund exceed i 
5100,000 (an onormoua burden for Ihia 
small population to carry). 

" Your potitionera oarnoatly pray that if 
any ohango bo mado your honorable govern- 
ment will on&ct that for all money by laws 
a two-thirdB majority of votoa caat uhall bo 
nooeasary for their validity. 

" Your petitioners further pray that in 
any amendments mado to tho said ohartor, 
is bo onaotod that aldermon miking or Banc- 
tionlng any illegal expondituro ahall bo hold 
personally reaponsiblo for tho same, aa

SCHOOL EXAMINATIONS. 

To tiik EDITOR; — Technical education 
and other novel featurea of instruction havo 
recently been advocated as tending to im- 
prove the practical advantages of our public 
aohools. Whilst these disoiiesiona may bo 
very interesting and profitable, one is in- 
clined to think that there aro other aubjactB 
of greater importance calling for immediato 
attontion from all who havo tho progress 
and efficiency of our schools at heart.

1 will not theorize 
about tho oaro und discrimination necoasary 
to bo oxorciaod in tho solootion of competent 
examinors, or aa to the latitude to be 
allowed them in tho framing of questions ;

The complete report of the oommieBionera 
who inquirod into the afTiira of tho lunatio 
asylum at New Westminster was prooonted 
to tho legislature yesterday, making a total 
of seventy-five pages of printed matter. It 
embracea tho two preliminary returns the 
substance of whioh ha8 already been pub- 
lished, supplemented by the evidence in de- 
tail in taken down by the ofBoial aton- 
ographor. Thore ia also tho following 
report of the oxooutive council, opprovod by 
theLloutenantGovernor on the 1st of Decem- 
ber : 

" The committee of connoil have had bo- 
foro them the report of the commiaeiouera 
appointed under the authority of mi ordor 
n council, dated tho '23rd day of October, 
1891, to inquire Into all matterB respecting 
the management of the provinoial aaylum 
for the Insane, or relative to tho welfare of 
tho inmatea thereof. 

The committee remark that the evid- 
enoe furnlahed by the commissioners ia of 
auch a grave nature, exhibiting many oaaes 
of inhuman cruelty practised on tho unfor- 
tunate patients, and relUcts bo strongly on 
tho medical auporlntendent, that tho oom- 
mitteo oonalder It imperative in tho inter- 
eat of tho publio service and that of the 
lunatica. that Dr. Bentley be at once aua- 
ponded from tho duties of his otlioo ponding 
an opportunity to bo afforded him to reply 
to tho charges made in tho Buid report and 
the evidonce adduced. 

The committee therefore recommend 
that Charles P. Newcombe, of the city of 
Victoria, M D , who hua had experionco in 
the management and care of lunatics for a 
lengthened period in Great Britain, bo tem- 
porarily placed in oharge of the b stltution at 
Naw Westminster, anrt that Dr. Newcombe 
proceed at onoo to tho aaid city to under 
ko tho duties of medical nuporlntoudont. 
•' Tho committee further recommend that 
Dr. Bentlcy's suspicion tuko tiled concur 
rontly with the arrival of Dr. Nowoombo at 
tho asylum."

Tho report and evidonce takon on oath 
show that tho mowt appalling cruelties havo 
boen practised upm tho unfurl unato luna- 
tics, if not by your order, at loast under 
your cognizance. 

UuleB 13, 14 >i"-! Hi havo been Ignorod, aa 
ihown by your u . u ovidenoe. If tho luna- 
tioa had been criminals of tho worst typo, 
thu troatment admir.isitrtd would havo buen 
inexcusable ; but oo Biderlni? that thu poor 
creatures are irretponaiblo for ihoir actions, 
tho manner in which they havu beon gov- 
eruod is nothing short of barbarous. 
Indeed, there lire certain cases of such a 
eoriuuB character that it will rtquiro further 
investigation. 

Tho i x ;outivo council considorod that tho 
intorcBts of the publio servico and humanity 
towards tho lunaticB demand your imme- 
diate suspeLsion from your duties, and you 
are therefore request. d to hand ovor with- 
out any colay tho entire ehargo and control 
of tho osylum, together with all bonks, 
p ipers and accounts, to Dr. Nowoombo, who 
will temporarily conduct tho uffjirs of tho 
asylum and will deliver thia letter to you

nearer the truth than many people are in 
these days willing to admit. 

It ia not proposed arbitrarily to take 
from the oitizoog the power to elect their 
own rulers. If fifty ratepayers who believe 
that tho time for a change has come, peti- 
tion the Lleutenant-Govornor to put the 
"Act relating to tho government of olties" 
in force, ho ia empowered to hive a volo 
taken "aye" or "uoy" on tho mbjeot. 
Tlio poraona quililied to vote aro i lie rate- 
payers. If a moj jrity vote "aye" 
the Govornor Shall appoint four 
commiBaioncra who, with the Mayor, 
oleotod in tho usual manner, ahall manage 
tho city's atTiira for three years. This now 
government ahall have all tho " authority, 
powers, duties and obligations " of tho prea- 
ont Corporation and no more, 

Tho knowledge that it is optional with 
tho ratepayera to send the City Councillors 
about thoir buBiteas for threo years may 
have the etleot of stimulating future City 
Councils to work more and talk lesB. Tho 
" act relating to the government of cities " 
will bo a kind of rod in pioklo for them, and 
oven if it is never put in oporation it 
may have a salutary effect. Wo have 
aoen it hinted that tho Provincial 
Government may huva aomo object in tak- 
ing " a hand in tho diroction of tho all'iira 
of citieB." Wo aro wholly at a loss to soo 
what end they can have in view in tho en- 
actment of the law, except to promote tho 
welfare of citizens by making tho cities a 
credit to tho Province. It ia not hard to 
imagine a situation in which the operation 
of the law might endanger tho popularity of 
a Govornmout and givo it trouble in other 
waya. It would, wo fancy, from tho Gov 
ernmont's point of view, not bo in the least 
advantageous ; it would add to thoir oarea 
and troubles without increaaing thoir icilu 
enco in any way. Wo hope to see a lively 
and interesting discussion on tho provisions 
of tho bill. Thero i8 a good doal to be said 
on both aides.

THE GOVERNMENT OF CITIES, 

Tho idea of having the oity governed by 
Commissioners appointodby theGovernmont 
is not relished by some of our citizens. We 
are not surprised at this, for poople|gencrally 
aro in favor of government " by tho people 
for tho people. " But when this sorb of gov 
ernmont haa been tried for a long series of 
years in tho city and haa proved a dis- 
heartening failuro ia it not wiae to give the 
oitizen8 a chance of trying some othor way 
to have the oity's affairs managed ? There 
are people who doolare that City CounoiU are, 
if not ;imbeoile, inellicient. They seem to 
think that whenever a man is eleotcd to a Beat 
at the Counoil Hoard he straightway Iobob 
whatever common sense he previously poa 
soaaed. Councils, it is deolared, do nothing 
aa it ought to bo dene, Thoir committots 
are either mero debating societies in which 
there is a groat deal of chatter but very 
little effeotivo deliberation, or else thoy aro 
oomposed of ono working member and a 
number of ciphers who Bay " aye " or 
" nay " aB they aro bid. As like aB not it 
is broadly hinted tho working member haB 
axes of his own to grind, and the other 
members, consciously or unconsciously, help 
him to got them ground. At best, govern 
ment by oommittoea is government by de- 
bating societies, and everyono knows how 
little real work and good work a dobatiDg 
society does. 

There aro well disposed citizens who are 
exasperatod when they seo tho condition in 
which tho city is allowed to remain. The 
streets, thoy Bay, aro in a disgraceful 
stato, the sidowalka are out of repair, th 
lighting ia bad and tho danger from lire 
moBt alarming, the water Bupply ia abomin 
able and tho draiuago nowhero complete 
WorkB that aro commoncod are dawdled 
over and carried on in an improvident 
and a slipshod way. What good 
they aBk, does it do us to have 
powor to elect a mayor and city councillors 
when tho results of government by tho pco 
pie's representatives aro what we Beo and 
deplore. Why try government by 

commissioners 2 j .i y might do bottor, than 
city councillors ; iney oould hardly do 
worso. A despotism, if it ia a benign ore, 
has ita advantages. Men whoso solo buai 
noBB it will bo to put the olty'B affaire in 
good shape and koep them bo, men who have 
not tho foar of annual olertiona boforo thoir 
eyes, men who can have no object 
in currying favor with tho elect- 
ors of this ward or that, if thoy 
have any buainoBB ability at all, 
would aob with greater promptitudo and de- 
cision than city councillors do, and if they 
undertake a work thoy would keop at it 
until it is finished, and would not bo chang- 
ing thoir plans ovory month. Tho business 
of tho city would bo done by them on busi- 
ness prinoiplos. If they gave us oloan, 
smooth atroets, if they supplied ua with 
puro and sweet water, if thoy did away 
with tho disgusting a6aortmout of vilo Bmolla 
that mako our walks abroad In tho warm 
weather tho roverBO of ploasant ; if, In short, 
thoy mado tho oity a far moro agreeable 
plaoo to livo in than it ia at present, 
need wo bother our hoads about tho 
manner of thoir appointment ? Tho man 
who Bald of (oity) govemmonta that tho ono 
which ia best administered ia boat, wont 



IS FORMATION NEEDED. 



We are surprised to obsorvo that tho 
American Board of Commissioners for For 
oign Missions express themselves in an un 
certain tono with reepeot to the outragea in 
Armenia. We Bee by a despatch dated 
Boston, Deoember It), that they Bay : 

" Wo are not unconcerned by the reports 
of the masaaoreB in Eaatern Turkey. The 
position of the missionaries of tbo American 
Board within the Turkish empire is an ex 
tremely delicate one; sympathising deeply 
on the one aide with all who aro suffering 
by reason of povorty, oppression and mis 
rule, they have yet been loyal to the Gov 
ornment under whioh they have lived and 
havo never oountenancod sedition or rebel 
lion." 

Tho Board then go on to relate how tho 
dlaturbanco in Armenia arose and the nar< 
rativo continues : 

"In the horriblo rr.asaaorea which followod 
thousands were slain, aomo state 0.000 others 
10,000. The details of this wretched affair 
are not obtainable even by those near the scene, 
They will never be obtained uuleaa foreign 
government a insist upon a thorough investi- 
gation conducted by foreigners. The poor 
people aro in terror and do nob tell the truth 
unices under protection. A document haB 
been prepared near tho soene of the carnage 
purporting to give the judgment of the 
people that the thousands slain in Talvorie 
met their just deserts and expressing regrets 
that it has been thought beat to send con- 
suls to investigate since there haa been no 
need for their coming. The value of Buch a 
document will be understood when the 
methods for seouring signatures aro known." 

If, as we are told, no detaila of the maB- 
sacrea are obtainable even by those near the 
scone, whore have the " details " — the most 
horriblo details — that wo have seon como 
from 1 As the members of the Board Bay 
no dependence whatever can be plaoed on 
what is allowed to appear on the subject 
in tho Turkish papers, and if thoae near tho 
acene of tho atrooitiea cannot obtain dotaila, 
it is hard to conjecturo whero the detailed 
information which horrified tho people of 
tho West came from ? 

In an extract from tho Neuo Freie PreBso, 
of Vienna, quoted by tho London TimeB, it 
is said : " Authentic dotaiis can only be ex- 
pected when the Commission appointed by 
tho Sultan senda in ita report." 

Before wo saw tho statement published 
by tho American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Misaiona wo were under tho im- 
prossion that tho accounts of tho massacres 
and outrugea that appeared in tho uewB- 
papers wero all "authentic." It is Impos- 
sible to untlerBtand how nowepapera of high 
atandirg could publiah auch horriblo reportB 
unlets tlioro could bo no reaBonablo doubt as 
to their authenticity. It ia to bo hoped that 
tho civilizod world will boforo long bo in 
posacsnion of information respecting, tho 
disturbancea in Armenia eupportod by ovi- 
denco tho reliability of which it would ho 
folly to question. 



Madagascar ia in a fib condition to be pro- 
tected. Ib is indeed quite likely that it will 
be almost aa hard to aooure a footing in 
Madagascar as ib waa to reduae Ton- 
kin to subjeotion. Tho French peo- 
ple wore slok and tired of spend- 
ing money to oonvinco tho people of 
Tonkin that it would be folly to resist tho 
powoiful invaders of their country, and 
Tonkin waB fatal to tho reputation of 
more than ono French statoBmau. It would 
not bo at all surprising if Madagascar proved 
aB hard a cut for the French to crack as was 
Tonkin. 

Tho following demands mado by the 
ropreBcntativo of Franco to the Queen of 
Madttgaioar Bhows pretty clearly what tho 
Fronoh mean when they offer to protect hor 
and her uountiy : 

1. In future all communications to the 
Malagasy Government from any other power 
whatsoever muat bo mado through the inter- 
mediary of tho French Resident-General in 
MadagaBoar. 

2. That Franco havo tho right to station 
any number of soldiera in any part of tho 

«land it may think necessary in order to 
secure tho safoty of Europeans. 

IS, All oonceeaiona made by tho Malagasy 
Government to any porBon of any nation- 
ality whatsoever muBt receive tho approval 
of tho French repreBnntative and be regia- 
tored at tho French Residency. 

i. That, full permission bo granted fur tho 
proeccution of public works in tho ialartl, 
suoh as railw&ys, roads, canals, navigation 
of rivora, etc. That in caso tho Malagasy 
aro unable to raiao tho necessary funda for 
this purpose, tho Fronoh will uudortako to 
do so, with the understanding that all pro- 
fits resulting therefrom shall bo retained by 
thorn. 

. That tho Fronoh version of the now 
trea'y ahall ho tho authoritative ono in any 
caBo of disputes that may arise. 

When the war iB over and tho people of 
Madagascar are safe undor tho wing of the 
Republic of Franco, it by no moans follows 
that tho money spent in eBtabliahing a pro- 
tectorate over an ungrateful and unappreci- 
ativo people will bo well inveated. Tho 
Fronoh have not le&rnod the art of coloniza- 
tion. Their coloniea aro troublesome and 
oxpenaivo and aro far from adding to the 
strength or the greatneaa of the nation. It 
ia not likoly that Madagascar will prove an 
exception.

Nativo Chincao papera juot rooeived by 
the EmpresB of India givo the Chinese ver- 
sion of the occupation of Port Arthur by 
tho Japaneao, which has not aB yet been pub- 
lished in Amerioa. It ia interesting and 
unique in thu oxtretno and shows that with 
all rocont adveraca tho heathen Chinee ia 
atiil decidedly "peculiar." Tho Cbung-Psi- 
Yot-Pao (ChineBO-European Daily Mint) of 
tho 2Sth November laat, apeaking of tho 
fall of Port Arthur, editorially aaya • 

" In allowing tho Japaneao to take Port 
Arthur, Gon. Tao waa actuated by motives 
of the deopeab strategy, and tho able man- 
ner in which ho attained hia end without 
allowing hia oppoucnta to penetrate hia do- 
aigua, atampB him aa ono <f tho greatcat 
military commandora China haa over aeon. 

" Knowing Peking to bo tho ultimate goal 
of tho Japanese, Gen. Tao was satisfied that 
Bhould u too obstinate resistance bo offered 
at any point, tho Japanese would leave tho 
Chinese unuocquered in hia ioir and would 
push on to tho capital ; whereas if an im- 
portant plaoe liko Port Arthur should fall 
into their handa the littlo men would 
ot'joy tho sensation aa children do a new 
toy, and it would delay them in their march 
whilo tho road to Peking was rendered itn- 
prognable. 

'• General Tao therefore inflicted all tho 
losa possible upon tho Japanese without al- 
lowing them to bo ubaolutoly discouraged, 
and then when defeat was staring hia op- 
ponouts in the faco gave tho signal to hia 
troopa to rotroat, which thoy did in good 
order. So groat waB tho Iobb of the Japan- 
ese that it waa not till Borne houra after tho 
laat Chineso aoldier had departed that they 
ventured to enter tho forta. 

" General Taj displayed marked military 
akill in hia defenaive tactica, and by order- 
ing half charges of powder to be used in tho 
big guns and filling the aholl and torpedoes 
with Band deluded tho innocent commander 
of tho Japaneao (bet into tho beliof that tho 
sea forta and defences of Port Arthur wero 
innocuoua. Aa a result tho Japaneao fl»et 
boldly ventured cloao to tho forta and with- 
in tho lino of tho torpodo dofonceo, and he- 
fore they discovered their miatako three 
men-of-war, 8evon transports and twenty- 
ono torpedo boats wero sunk by tho Chinese 
tiro and submarine tninoa. 

"Tho rosu'ta of Goreral Tso'a actions 
prove, aa we have always main'ained, that 
it is inadvisable for China to employ other 
than native commanders in tho present war. 
In hand-to-hand combats the savage and 
flesh-eating Fanquol ia physically auperior 
to our men, but no man other th in ono con- 
voraant with the military wisdom of our en- 
lightened race could have planned and 
brought to a successful conclusion tho train 
of events which enriod in tho offering of 
Port Arthur aa a bait to our diminutive op- 
ponents." 

M. de Guervillo, tho correapondont of tho 
New York Horald, who returnod from 
Japan by tho Empreas, gives the following 
as hia forecast of the ntxt moves on the part 
of Japan in tho game of wnr : Tho Third 
army, at Hiroachima on tho29ch November, 
will rendtzvoua with the fleet at Talien 
bay. Thfy will le trais;ortod across the 
Gulf of lVcliill to within 25 miles of the 
porta of Wei-Hal-We'. The navy cannot 
advaeca further, a8 tho shipa o&nnot ntacd 
the big guna of tho fort. The land forooa 
will oaBily capture Woi-Hai-Wei and tho 
navy in tho gulf will as earily defeat the 
remnant of the Chineae fleet there. After 
these victories, if China atill doea not yield, 
tho Fourth army, now roady, will join all 
tho Imperial forcea and inarch to Peking. 

London, Deo. 19. — Tho Emperor haa 
ordered the troopa to protect tho churches 
io Peking. 

A Tokio dispatch says the Japaneao 
cruiser off Weihaiwoi captured a sailing 
vessel loaded with ammunition and provi- 
sions consigned to Admiral Ting, of tho Chi- 
neae fleet. Tho vessel was towod to Talien 
Who 

Field Marshal Yamagata will resign the 
preaidency of the privy council and will bo 
appointed inspector-gene, al of tho Japanese 
army. 

A Tientsin dispatch states that United 
States Minister Denby at PekiDg has re- 
ceived from the dowager empress of China 
valuable presents of handkerchiefB intended 
for the foroign ladiea who subscribed to pur- 
oh.aao tho Testament recently presonted to 
her. 

The Central Nowa correapondont in Tien- 
tsin Bays Peking ia now under military con- 
trol. Chinese soldiers aro guarding the 
fuie-if>n legations and patrolling the BtiootB. 
There aro sixty military tenta around tho 
legations. Tao Tai Kung, Admiral Ting and 
four gonorals who commanded at Port Ar- 
thur and General Yen have been ordered 
to Peking for punishment.

SUPREME COORT JDDOKS. 

Mr. Cotton resumed the adjourned de- 
bate on the resolution moved by Mr. Wil- 
liams: " Thab the government should in- 
troduca legislation for tho purposo of en- 
forcing the roaidence of a Supreme Court 
judge at Vancouver. " He stated that par- 
ticular hardship has been occasioned during 
the past few weeks in connection with the 
reservoir contract, because thero 1ms boen 
no judge availablo to order the payment to 
the workmen of monoys due under the con- 
tract. 

Hon. Mr Davie asked whether the hou. 
gentleman who had movod tho resolution 
would indicate the method he would recom- 
mend—the resolution bBintc, as would ba 
noticed, merely an abstraot oae. He would 
like to know to what extent the hon. gen- 
tleman would go — whether he proposed to 
deprive the judg*s having authority on the 
Mainland of auy jurisdiction on tho Island, 
Such a step might bring about the object 
dtaircd, but ho doubtod whether the houso 
ib prepared to go to that extent. 

Mr Williams replied that it is the gov- 
ernment's duty to provide tho means for giv- 
ing effeot to the resolution. If they are not 
prepared to do bo it is not f >r the opposition 
to provide tbem with a policy. Ho could, 
however, in a few worda auguesb a. plan, 
namely, that in the appointment of a new 
judge it should b>) made conditional that he 
refide in Vancouver. 

Hon. Mr, Davie— That can't very well 
be done. 

Mr Williams — You are in the secrets of 
the Minister of Justice; so I suppose you 
know. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Particularly in view of 
the faot that the vacancy on the Supreme 
court bench is the position of Chief Justice 
it is not to bo supposed that tho Dominion 
government would limit his jurisdiction to 
one portion of the province. 

Mr. Williams — But suppose one of the 
preBent judges ia promoted to the vacancy ? 

Hon. Mr, Davie— It ia a matter entirely 
for the Djminion government. Tho only 
thing wo can do is to limit the jurisdiction 
of tho judge— a proceeding very much or. eo 
to question. 

Motion agreed to. 

Mr Williams— Now I hops you will fir 
us up ! (Liughter. ) 

Hon. Mr Davie — Oh, I'll fix yon up 
(Renewed iaughter.) 

Mb. Williams— When ? Noxt weok ? 

Hon. Mr. Davie— I'll brin^ down the 
bill all right.

He 
called attention to cortain onrroepoudencn in 
tne Vancouver News-Advertiser of tho 10th 
inHtant rejecting certain road work in tho 
Richmond district, und ho roud an oliieialro- 
port showing thub tho complaints there made 
uro not called for. He gavo Mr. Semi in 
eome interesting leeeoi a in navigation, ex- 
plaining to him that it ia not cmsiderod 
good seamanship to take in sail when break- 
ers are seen ahead, but rather to crowd on 
all Bail and Bteer away from tho dangerous 
waters. Such is the policy ot tho govern- 
ment at tho pnaont time, not to tuku in sail 
at tho nppuurunoo of danger, but to uae 
every potsiblo i florfc to guide tho province 
oafoly into the bettor times ahead. (Ap- 
plauao ) 

Mr Williams said ho wculd takotio 
first opportunity prosonting itself of con- 
gratulating tho Attorney tlcnoral upon hia 
approaching elevation to tho Chief Justice- 
ship, as foreshadowed by tho third member 
for Victoria ut a publio mooting last night, 
and ho would likewise congratulate Mr. 
Holtnckon — who ho hoped had not stated 
what he should not bavo said — Upon his own 
prospect vo elevation, presumably to tho of- 
rice ot Attorney General, made publio at tho 
eamo timo. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Davie— What is thab you'vo 
boon saying? I was not paying attention! 
(Laughtor ) 

Mr. Williams proooodod to refor to tho 
remarks of Mr. Ritheb upon tho foebleneBs 
of tho criticism by tho opposition of tbe 
budgot, and he held that tho support by 
members on tho government Bidn was ovon 
more foeblo, Hn would like to ask tho 
senior member for Victoria, for Instance, 
who had aakod the houso to sympathiso 
with tho govornmonb in the difficulties of 
the present situation, if ho (Mr. Rithet) 
would in his own business aot as ho reoom- 
jnonded tho government to aor, and freely 



spend his money because business wob do _ 
pressed. 

Mr. Rithet — Certainly I woul a jf [ t 
would cme bick to mo 1 (Hear, Qettr .) 

Mr Williams, dealing wr,„ t he a am- 
paien in Vancouver, nrraignr ,j lne Premier 
for having aa roported r.romised to Mr. 
Tatlow that ho would fa\ r a fair measure 
ot provincial aid to a f^rydook at V anoouvor 
anil olso to tho univ erelty scheme.

tract for the new buildings haa beon con- 
ducted. Ho found that without the heating 
apparatus 1 the tender of Mr. Adams amount- 
ed to $4 - 24,819 ; and that; another contractor 
who had tendered at 5413,000 would not 
take tho work unless he got the other can- 
tract s too, thereby showing that he 
did not expect at that figuro to 
muko anyl hing out of the masonry contract 
alone Ye'- Mr. Adams subattjuently took 
it at 5380,000 and waa nob required to put 
up one dollar security except two percent 
of the amount of the conttuoh. Ho found, 
too, that the contractor has been paid the 
whole amount of tho estimated value of 
work done and materials supplied except 
ahoui -1 or f> per o;ut. Ho believed that be- 
fore the government are through with this 
coutruct they will have to pay several hun- 
dred ihouimd dollars in addition, Aa to 
the expend ii are on public works generally 
hi would not. nay that tho govorumentuliould 
not spend inouty this way becauio the 
times urn hatd, but ho thought they should 
reduoo thn ixpenaesof government by cut- 
ting dowa tho salarios ot officials. He oom- 
n d tho cat of several services here and 
Onlaiiu, Btatiug that civil government 
coats in British Columbia 11 centB per heud, 
in Ontario $2 32 ; legislation G cents in On- 
tario and 83 coots in British Columbia, and 
administration of justice 20 con's iu On- 
tario aud $3 per head in British Columbia. 
Ha bised hia calculations on 65,290, as the 
total of tho white population of thia pro- 
vince. 

Hon Mr Turner— W T hy upon those 
figures? Do not the Indiana and Chinese 
rtquiro adminia'ration of justice ? 

Mr Williams contended that tho Chin- 
ese and Indians do not materially increase 
the oxponse of thia service. Making further 
comparison, ho said ho found that in 1894 
the cist of legislation Was in Manitoba 31 
nts per houd. Iu liritiah Columbia in 1894 
civil government coat 18 por cent, of the 
total receipts— a very largo percaniaqc, in- 
creasing iti proportion to the busiuita done 
and not decreaetng as should be tho ease. 
For the paat few yenrs, ho declared, the coat 
has been : 1893, 13 per cent ; 1892, 1 1 § per 
cent ; 1891, 10 per cent.; and 1890, about 10 
per cent, —ever Binca then tho percentage 
naming been iacreasii g 

Hon. Mr. Turner— It haB decreased juat 
50 por cent, iu that time ! 

Mr Williams said that in Ontario in 
1890 the ooab of civil govornmant salaries 
was only 5 per cent, as compared with 1.3 
per cent. In British Columbia now. He ap- 
prehonded that in 1895 the amount will be 
over 14 per cent. Tneso figures are subject 
bo correction, and he had no doubt that the 
membira on the government side will try to 
make out that they lio. He found that the 
balance sheet continues to increase against 
tha province, the figuroa showing excess of 
liabilities over n,»*«ts aa fullowi : In 1890, 
S617.000 ; 1891, §701,000 ; 1892. $1,033,000 ; 
1893, §1,694,000 ; 1891, §2,388.000— and 
this In the face of the fact that tho as- 
sets aro swelled each year In tho statement 
by what tha province has to pay on account 
of tho Victoria k Sidney, the rihuswap k 
Okanagan and other railway guarantees, 

Hon. Mr Davie— That Is a moat romark- 
able statement ! (Hear, hear) 

Mr. Williams— It ia pub down in the 
publio accounts as an asset, 

Hon. Mr. Turner— You don't Boem to 
understand the meaning of what you Beo 
tbero. 

Mr Williams held that in floating the 
new loan tho government would approach 
thu money market in a very different posi 
tion to that horetoforo ocoupied, for they 
■would bo Eeeking tho money not lor the de- 
velopment of the province but for filling a 
depleted treasury. He feared that the gov 
ernmont may nob succeed in getting tho 
loan. (Laughter ) He declared in conclu 
sion that this government which claims to 
b ) progressive is bo ouly on tho road to 
financial ruin. 

Mr Sword also would eupport large ex 
penditures on roade, atreets aud bridges 
notwithstanding tho h»rd times, but advo 
cated economies in other directions. Hi 
dealt at considerable length with the finan 
cial position as shown in tho budget, and 
oAone to the conclusion that, judging frou 
the prlca of tho Nakuap bonds, tho govern 
merit will not get 90 for tho noxt loan. He 
could not ecQ any difference between these 
railway bonda guaranteed by tho province 
and regular provincial securities. As to tho 
Nakusp railway, ho would liko to hoar from 
tho government whether or not the CP. R. 
Ib going to take overand operate tho road in 
aooordanco with tho ugreemont, us there aro 
rumors ro tho contrary. 

Ma.ioh MUTTER dealt with tho per capita 
calculations presentod to tho house during 
thia debate, showing that they do not up 
pear to huve been mudo upon u basis which 
mukos them of any valuo for purpouos ol 
comparison. As the timo for adjournment 
waH near, und ho wished to enter at somo 
length in' o at vorul matters, ho moved tho ad- 
journment of tho debate. 
Motion iigreod to. 

Mr Roc Kits presented a petition from 
tho Vancouver Gas Compuny against the 
proposed amondmont to tho Vuucouver in- 
corporation aot. Tho petition not having 
tho corporato seal was relumed to him to 
have that, dofoot remedied.

The Chairman, who was received with 
cheers, on rising to proposo " The Scottish 
Corporation," said : My Lords and Genblo- 
mon — It is impossible for mo to foci that I 
urn an alien and a strangor in such au as- 
sembly us this (kpplause) for, touched by a 
common impulse and under tho iniluence of 
a common feeling, I cannot fool that it was 
aolecipm or a departuro from tho great ob- 
jects of your society that I, who am not u 
oitizon of this couQtry, was yet invited to 
take tho place of honor in its unniveraury 
celebration. (Hear, hear.) Tho concern of 
all monkind Ib charity, and tho inequalities 
of fortuoe, the necessary Inequities of law 
under all arrargoments of society, aro modi- 
lied by those moral forces which, although 
they may never or can uevor take tho forma 
of law, yot, nevertheless, exorciae u potont 
Influence over human action outside of tho 
arrangomonts of society. They sway the 
human heart under all circumstances and 
conditions. 

In tho United States we live nnnW written 
constitutions which huvo tho effect to stay 
tho fores of mere numbers, to restrain tho 
passion of mere maj jrities, which control 
tho accidental results of legislative powor, 
aud honce it is the Baying there that consti- 
tutions aro intendod for the protection of 
minorities (Applause.) So it seems to mo 
that, looking upon tho moderating forms of 
society, such asBOciationB as thia form a 
moral constitution for tho protection ol 
thoEO whom tho adverse storms of Fate, and 
what wo aro pleased to coll the accidents of 
human life, shall place in a oendition of dis- 
tress. Thia is not simply for tho protection 
of tho lesB fortunate part of society, but it 
is a genuine source of defence to society it- 
self. (Applause ) At one timo or another, 
and in one way or another, eaoh of ua and 
all of ub will need a helping hand (hoar, 
hear) ; therefore, it behooveB ua to cultivate 
friendly association, " for tho one will lift up 
his fellow, and woe unto him that is alone when 
he falluth, for he hath not another to help 
him up." In this corporation I behold a 
firmly rooted agency for (ho prevention of 
human misery, and tho consequent removal 
of a temptation to commit orimo, or to the 
raoklessneBs of despair. ( Applause.) In a 
long and honorable record, now extending 
over two and a- half oonturios, I read in thia 
hiatory nothing but benefactions — of a sys- 
tem of noble industry to gain Its own re 
ward, and achieve that personal independ- 
ence thab is essential to solf-reBpoot (hear, 
hear); of pensions to aged porsonB whoae 
narrow moans will not give them that do- 
oenoy of life without contribution whioh is 
a protection to society as well as to them- 
salves ; of ministration to tho e lllicttd, when 
diaeaio and pain have placed thtm beyond 
the power ol self aupport ; and in the end 
decent Bopulture to thosa who are past all 
pain. 

Last, and not least, I seo in thia sooioty 
an agency for tho education of thoao of ten- 
der mind, of tender ago, leading them uo- 
ward and onward, thut tboy Bhall bo not 
only a source of self-protection but a Bourco 
of protection to those who havo protected 
them. (Applouae. ) In reading the aa- 
counta of thia society I still find, however 
generous tho contributions, the generosity 
of motive surpassing the supply. It appeala 
to eaoh and all of us that as tho demand 
shall bo made tho supply shall bo found 
equal to it. There were no worda finer or 
more phlloBophioul than thoso of Charles 
Dickens which can apply to thia society, 
that it is one of the agencies for barriDg 
gaols on the outside. (Applause.) The 
saying falls far short of truth, that an ounco 
of prevention is worth a pound of euro ; an 
ouuoo of prevention is worth a ton of euro. 
(Applause.) Tbe beuofuction of Btich n so- 
oioty aa this cannot bo measured in 
pounds, shillings aud pence, al- 
though pounda, ahillings ucd penco shall 
bo port of the phraseology In which your 
work ia conductod. (Applause.) It is tho 
feeling created throughout tho community 
thit men do not culouluto upon thoprofit to 
themselves of good actions. (Hour, hoar. ) 
It la in thut thut the truo Scotch spirit has 
its boBt und wiaoat calculation. (Hour, 
hear ) L^ng may tho sumo spirit that 
would bar tho gaols on tho outtide, and not 
wuit for man's extremity for man's oppor- 
tunity ; long muy tho same Bpirit of uccivo 
bonovoloiioo animate the member*, und tho 
honorablo truditlous of this society bo con- 
tinued till ouch man *' finda his end in all 
in«L ! « good, und ull men work in noblo bro- 
therhood." (Loud applause.)

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PORK GASTRONOMY. 



X.Ue Koyal Manner In Which Hums Arc 
Served at Delmonlco's. 

Infinite aro tho ways in which tho 
"BWine of Jewish abomination" may bo 
Berved to ticklo tho gentile palate. 
From tho ham and spinach of tho south- 
ern plantation to tho ham of Delnioni- 
oo'a is tho history of tho riso and fall of 
pork gastronomy. It is doubtful if tho 
restbotio delight of tho latter will ovor 
compensate for tho lingering flavor of 
Dinah's concoction. 

Hero is how Charles Rauhoffor, Dol- 
monioo's famous chef, serves in royal 
livery the outlawed pig: 

"Steep smoked ham in cold water 34 
hours; wash, paro and romovo hip bone; 
put it in earthen dish, pour over some 
Madeira wine and season with whole 
peppers, cloves, tejymo, bay leaf, mace, 
garlic, sliced carrots, onions and lemon 
juico. Keep it in cool place for 1 2 hours, 
turning tho ham round several times in 
this marinade. Five hours boforo sorv- 
ing wrap tho ham up, with its strained 
marmado fried in butter, moistened and 
reduced with white wine, in sheets of 
Btrong oiled paper; cover tho paper with 
flour and water paste, so that tho ham 
is hermetically inclosed; then cover this 
paste with another sheet of very thin 
oiled paper; lay it oither on tho spit or 
in the oven; pour oil ovor and roast for 
threo hours; then remove from lire unci 
make small hole in tho top to penutrati 
the pasto and papers; set a fumii I iuti 
this and pour in a gill of good Madeira 
tho same quantity of Malaga ami ha!: 
a gill of brandy. Cover the whole '.. it' 
a round piece of paper and pasto ii n\ •: 
to concentrate all tho steam, which i- 
essential to obtain success. 

"An hour lator_ take ham from nvon 
or spit, unwrap, paro carefully and glaze 
with meat glazo; dress and garnish 
around with cscalops of foies gras, cocks- 
combs, kidney and slices of red beef 
tongue three-sixteenths of an inch and 
ouo and a fourth inches in diameter, 
quenelles, channeled mushrooms, (.'over 
tho whole with well battered supremo 
sauce and trim the handle with paper 
frill; insert, a few skewers in the top, 
garnished with cockscombs and chan- 
neled mushrooms. This ham may bo 
served with jardiniere dressing and a 
half glaze sauce served separately."

FaBlilons In Petticoats. 
Fashion, whether right or wrong, will 
havo her way, and as regards tho petti- 
coat it is certainly her orthodox domain. 
She exacts that it shall bo moro elabo- 
rately trimmed than the skirt of tho 
gown itself, the roason for which is ob- 
vious. 

The flounced and furbelowed petti- 
coat must not touch tho ground, while 
tho skirt proper may bo lqngor and 
plainer, and therefore ought to bo light- 
er, so as to bo easily raised when walk- 
ing on muddy pathways. A mervoilloux 
(satin shot in threo colors — palo coral, 
tnrqnoise bine and garnet — mado to 
wear under cloth suits, is very scrvico-

able, but for moro elaborate toilets all 
tho rich and raro colors and materials 
aro used. A peacock bluo brocade, with 
a design in palo bluo and yellow, made 
with a deep Vandyke flounce, edged 
with laco and fallingovor a knife plait- 
ing of plain bluo brocade, is extensively 
used for skirts, which for those who 
like tho rustle aro lined half way up 
with glaoe silk. A pleasing idea was 
carried out in gray taffeta cut out in 
deep points and under the points a pink 
accordion plaited flounce, on which 
wen' three rows of insertion. Cambric 
petticoats richly trimmed witth lace 
ruffles and flounces aro provided for in- 
door wear. 

Washing Silk Waists. 

Wash silk waists do not always wash 
wi 11 because of ignorance of the proper 
way of laundering them. Add a tea- 
spoonful of borax to some lukewarm 
water and enough nice white soap to 
make a weak suds. Rub through tho 
hands carofully, and instead of wring- 
ing draw tho silk through tho tightly 
clasped hand. If all tho dirt has not 
been taken out, wash again; then rinse 
in several waters to which havo been 
added a pinch of borax or a half dozen 
drops of ammonia. Do not let the silk 
becomo quito dry boforo ironing; then 
use a moderately hot iron, as a vory hot 
one will scoroh tho silk. 



Applo Custard. 

Pare, coro and stow (1 apples until 
line and add half cup of sugar. Beat if 
eggs very light, add half cup of sugar 
and 1)4 pints of milk. Stir well and 
add tho apples. Stir again, pour into a 
baking pan and bako a few minutes un- 
til the custard is set. If liked, a little- 
grated nutmeg may bo added just boforo 
it is put in tho oven. This is a uico 
dessert and possesses tho advantage of 
being so quickly prepared that it may bo 
classed among the emergency desserts. 



Tho Sewing Boom. 
If you havo not a regular sewing room 
— and a eewiug room should bo carpot- 
less — a good plan is to havo a large, 
cheap crash rug placed under your sew- 
ing machine. It will catch rags, clip- 
pings and cuttings, and after you aro 
through it is easily doubled up and its 
contents placed in sumo proper recepta- 
cle.

Novelties In Watches, Brooches, Sleeve 
Buttons, Side Combs and Finger Rinfrii. 

Ouo of tho prottiost chatolafno pins 
seen in many moons was mado from 
two turtles and a snako. Theso wore 
all of light gold tinged with slight iri- 
descence and lightly powdered With 
gems. Nono of tho now watches is 
moro to bo admired than that of dead 
rough gold finished with a raised de- 
sign in light polished lines and perhaps 
radiating from a central stone. Such a 
watcJi is always in fashion. 

Pearls aro foremost among gems. Seed 
pearls aro workod into round brooches, 
With geometrical ornamentation. Largo

colored jewels aro in great vogue, and 
designs aro all intended to throw the™, 
into great prominence. Tho enameled 
wreath retains its place as a brooch. A 
choico example had tho ends tied with 
a bowknot of gems. 

Tho union of platinum and gold in 
sleovo buttons increases in popularity. 
Tho latest novelty is bean shaped but- 
tons, with diagonal sections of gold and 
platinum. Tho lino is marked by small 
sunken stones and tho buttons inclosed 
within a raised edgo. 

Small sido conibs aro worth tho jew- 
oler's consideration. A pretty design 
soon had a row of small stones set as if 
in connecting squares. Lightly raised 
gold tracery in amber combs is artistic. 
Tho present mode of hairdressing prom- 
ises a continued use of theso small side 
combs. 

Tho latest novelty in rings is a large 
colored stono set with small diamonds. 
This stylo affords a conspicuous ring at 
comparatively small cost. Not only 
turquoises and opals aro used in this 
manner, but all tho varieties of topaz 
and other semiprecious stones. Tho Jew- 
elers' Circular, authority for tho fore- 
going, tolls that the shape of the fingers 
is a consideration in the buying of rings. 
Jowolors havo to prepare for fingers of 
broad girth and for narrow fingers, lin- 
gers long and fingers short. Stones Ruch 
as turquoise aro oasily mado to sorvo 
such purposes by lengthening their vor- 
tical lines or widening their diameter. 
Tho lino of tho oval is also important. 
As an instanco was seen a turquoise 
poar shaped at either end set in small 
diamonds and designed to givo longth 
to broad, short fingers. 



How to Hold the Guitar. 

To hold tho guitar correctly the play- 
er should bo seated upon an ordinary 
chaii, with the left foot resting on a 
hassock or small footstool, tho right leg 
boing extended outward in an easy, nat- 
ural position. Let tho guitar rest in tho 
lap, with tho right forearm resting upon 
tho edgo of tlie instrument, gently press- 
ing it against tho body to support it. 
Tho guitar should bo held at an angle, 
so that tho loft hand will bo nearly on 
a level with tho shoulder when grasp- 
ing tho neck. This position ispreferablo 
to all others, as it firmly supports and 
balances tho instrument so that both 
hands aro free to press and pick tho 
strings. Tho wholo position should bo 
natural and permit of easy execution.

These models aro distin- 
guished by extreme simplicity, depend- 
ing for beauty on their cut and fiuo lit 
and their absence of elaborate trim- 
mings. For such girlish gowns soft, 
clinging wools and taffeta silks aro used, 
tho silks in small checks. Tho small 
girls wear a typical French frock, with 
largo waist of natural length and short, 
full skirt. 



Parker noose Ilolls. 
Make a iiolo in a quart of flour, pour 
in one-half pint of milk that has been 
boiled and cooked a little (about luke- 
warm), one-half cup of yeast, a small 
half cup of butter, a tablespoonful of 
sugar and a little salt. Let it stand 
without mixing two or threo hours; thou 
knead thoroughly and let it riso onco 
more. After standing a few hours roll 
it out and cut as biscuits, spread with 
melted butter, turn two-thirds over to 
form tho roll and bako. 



Cinnamon Cake. 
When making yeast bread and tho 
spongo is ready to knead, take a suffi- 
cient portion and roll out throo-fourths 
of an inch thick, put thin slices of but- 
ter on tho top, sprinklo with cinnamon 
and then with sugar. Let it risO'Woll 
and bake for breakfast. Is a fiuo coffoo 
cako.

Tho rooital given by tho faculty and 
pupils of tho Victoria Conservatory of 
Music last night, in lnatituto hall, was ad 
mirably designed to givo not only a good 
idea of tho results attained in tho training 
of tho pupils, but also of the ability of tho 
teachers themselves The audienco filled 
tho hall to tho doors, and to judge by the 
hearty reception given tho various numbers 
woro decidedly well pleased.

What a huge pile of good things was 
heaped up in each of the schools, and how 
the oyos of tho happy givers aparklod as 
they surveyed tho tlfdCt of thoir joint work ! 
It really Beeined to afford tho youngsters 
moro real enjoyment to givo than to bo 
thoniaelvta tho recipients of Christmas gifts 

North ward, South ward, Contral and 
Victoria Woat each had a big room stacked 
3d th offerings. At tho Central woro also 
stored tho Gifts of the High and Spring 
Rldgo schools. 

'Then the privato schools woro quito in 
lino with the others. At Mr, Offcrhans' 
the twolvo puplla had a grand pile to bIiow 
for their work, in fant a wholo wagon-loid.

Thoy woro to havo 
moved in to-day, but offorod to wait so 
that tho iionovolont Sooioty could in tho 
meantime uso tho prcinisoB. President T. 
J. Bumos of tho oooiety, Mr. W. H. Mason, 
tho secretary, and Mr. CharleB Hayward, 



tho chairman of tho school board, woro ts 
buay as could bo straightening things ouf, 
receiving goods, eorting thorn and arranging 
as far us possible for a systematic plan for 
thoir distribution. For inHtunci, there were 
packages of tea— big and little — that, had to 
bo made up, and the Bamo was truoof sugar, 
vegetables, and tho hundreds ot other arti- 
cles that camo tumbling in from all tho 
Bohools. Children, too, kept) bringing in 
their gifts to tho Btoro, und altogether it 
was a very bury time. 

If people want to know what grand work 
tho children havo done they can boo for 
themselvoB at tho storeroom. Upon tho 
windows aro two big placards " School chil- 
dren's Christmas Gifta for tho Poor," and 
one window haB been filled with a variod as- 
sortment of articles, giving somo little idea 
of what these gifts aro. Inside there aro 
soap, soda, cabbage, beans, sugar, tea, cel- 
ery, oornod beof, condensed milk, broad, 
buttor, hams, washing blue, mock turtlo 
soup, canned salmon, grosses of preserves 
and jjmB, moro than two tone of potatoos, 
corn starch, pickles, apples, oranges, onions, 
rice, oatmeal, baking powder, and goodnesB 
knowB what bcBidcs. Everything there 
Beema to bo that is required in a woll regu- 
lated household— and lots of it, too. Then 
ono eido of tho store ia taken up with 
clothing. 

Money too has been forwarded, but tho 
amount is not yet known. Victoria West 
reports 88, and tho other Bohoola have good 
amounts to report. Somo kind person Bent 
up half a ton of coal to Victoria West 
Bohool, 

The books and toya must not bo forgot- 
ten. There are stacks of them, and what a 
delight they will bo to tho happy children 
who got them. 

Here is a nioo lettor Bent to tho CoLONIaT 
to-day that allows how cheerily ohlldren all 
over the city are ontoring into children's 
Christmas : 

To the Editor of the Colonist : 

You muit not supposo that Clovolly Cottage 
taken no interest In your admirable achemo tor 
tho " Childi on'a Chris mas." The pupils havo 
boon working earnestly throughout the term 
to provido aa far as possible for children whim 
it was foirod that Senta Claus might overlook.
